NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi. ihc 9th April. 1999. 

G.S.H. 256(E).—Whereas the Central Government considers that in the interests of safety, security of 
India and in the public interest, it is necessary and eNpcdicnl to declare certain areas adjoining the frontiers of 
India in the State of Uttar Pradesh, to be the notified area; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub¬ 
section (1) of section 3 of the Criminal Law Amendment Act, 
1961 (23 of 1961), and in partial modification of the 

notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Home 
Affairs, number G.S.R. 290(E) dated, the 27th June, 1974, the 
Central Government hereby declares the areas specified in 
Schedule I annexed hereto, to be the notified area in the State 
of Uttar Pradesh, for the purposes of the said section, with 
effect from the date of publication of this notification and 
for that purpose makes the following amendment, namely 

In the said notification, for the existing Schedule I and 
the entries relating thereto, the following Schedule I and 
entries shall be substituted, namely 

"Schedule I 

The line marking the boundary of notified area in 
this sector shall commence from SINGA GHATI situated at 


/ / o 
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trijunction of District boundary of KINNAUR, SHIMLA (HIMACHAL 
PRADESH) and UTTARKASHI District of UTTAR PRADESH. Thence 
follows the ridqe in North Eastern direction/ throuqh LAMI Peak 
and KH1MLOGA PASS, forming the State boundary between HIMACHAL 
PRADESH and UTTAR PRADESH upto its junction with tehail 
boundary of PUROLA. 

Then the line will run along the ridge forming tehail 
boundary between PUROLA and BHATWARI upto its meeting point 
with the ridge forming the watershed of RATIYA BAMAK and 
LAMKHAGA BAMAK, thence along the same watershed to LAMKHAGA 
Peak, then run along the same ridge towards DHUMDHAR. Then it 
descends along the spur southward where it meets SIYAN GAD (1^ 
km East of its junction with baragaDI GAD). 

From this point it follows the left bank of SIYAN GAD 
upto its junction with BHAGIRATHI River and thereafter follows 
the right bank of BHAGIRATHI River upto its junction with a 
minor stream East of MARKANDE (about 4 km East of HARSIL). 

Then it ascends up along this stream to a peak on 
DADAPOKHRI DHAR and follows the same ridge in North East 
direction to meet highest peak at North end of LANKA DHAR. 
Then it descends along LANKA DHAR following the same spur to 
meet a bridge at the junction of JADH GANGA (JAHNAVI River) and 
GARTANG GAD. Then crosses the JADH GANGA River and ascends a 
spur in South East direction to reach at DAKHANI Peak. Then 
runs along the same ridge in East direction through HODAS DHAR 
and peaks BHAIRON JHAMP, DEOBAN, KALIDHANG, CHIRBAS PARBAT, 
MATRI to a peak 2 km North of SUDARSHAN PARVAT. Then runs in 
North Eastern direction along a high hill range upto SRI KAILAS 
Peak. 


From SRI KAILAS Peak it runs in generally South 
Eastern direction along high hill range upto MANA PARVAT, then 
runs along the ridge in East direction to peak situated south 
of MANA BANK and north of KAIANDANI Bank on tehsil boundary 
between BHATWARI and JOSHIMATH tehsils. Then along the tehsil 
boundary in North Eastern direction to a point South East of 
MANA BANK. 

From this point on the tehsil boundary it runs in 
South Eastern direction along the ridge forming the watershed 
of SARASWATI River and ARWA Nala to meet the SARASWATI River at 
the wooden bridge \ km South of KHATI and 2 km North of 
GHASTOLI. Thereafter it follows the left bank of SARASWATI 
River upto ROCK BRIDGE near CHHIPCHHIPO. 

Then it ascends to a spur in South East direction and 
follows a hill range (watershed) south of KHULIA GARVYA Gad 
upto NAR PARVAT. Then in North eastern direction along a hill 
range South of KHULIA GARVYA Glacier and crossing KHULIA GHATA 
Pass to NILGIRI PARBAT. 

From NILGIRI PARBAT it runs in North Eastern 
direction along a ridge and crosses BANK KUND Glacier to reach 
KAGBHUSAND Peak. Then it follows the watershed ridge North of 
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AMRIT GANGA River and South of SEM KHARAK Glacier and descends 
to KHAL KURANS, then crosses the DHAULI GANGA at 4 km North of 
NITI Village. Then it ascends to a spur in East direction upto 
BAMLAS Pass. 

From BAMLAS Pass it runs along a ridge in South 
eastern direction to a peak South of DAMIYAN Glacier/ then 
descends to a spur known as HIRU DHAR upto TIMARSAIN. Then it 
crosses the JATI GAD and ascends a spur to reach LANMA SURJANG 
Peak and then to LAMA SURJANG Peak. 

From this it descends along a spur to reach the 
junction of CHUBANG GAD and GIRTH! GANGA. After crossing 
GIRTHI GANGA it ascends a spur and follows a ridge named CHHETI 
DHAR upto SURANS KA DHURA. 

From this it runs in South direction following the 
watershed ridge of GIRTHI GANGA and SIRAUNCH GHAT Nala passing 
through KUNTI BHANAR Peak to LAMPAK Peak. Then it runs in 
South Eastern direction along a ridge between SIRAUNCH Glacier 
and KALLA Bank Glacier and reaches TIRSULI Peak on the District 
boundary between PITHORAGARH and CHAMOLI. Then it follows the 
district boundary upto CHHALAB.. 

Then it runs in South Eastern direction along the 
high hill range connecting peaks KHOLI/ NANDA GOND, NANDA PAL/ 
SHANGCHU, then it runs along the ridge downwards forming the 
watershed of GONKHA GAD and GORIGANGA River upto LAKHURI BHEL. 

Then it crosses the GONKHA GAD and ascends to South 
Eastern spur of a ridge in East direction following North of 
BURPHU Glacier and then south of KWALGANG Glacier upto BAMBA 
DHURA. 


From BAMBA DHURA it runs in South Eastern direction 
along tehsil boundary between MUNSYARI and DHARCHULA tehsils of 
PITHORAGARH District and passes through Peaks CHHIRING WE, SULI 
TOP, TRIGAL upto SUJ TILLA Peak. Then runs in North. Eastern 
direction along a ridge North of HIPCHIKANG Glacier upto JINGRI 
WE Peak and then descends along the spur upto wooden bridge at 
the junction of LASSAR YANKTI and RALAM YANKTI Nala, crosses 
the junction and ascends on the east spur, following the ridge 
North of MAPAR DHURA descends to Alpine pasture. 

Then crosses the DARMAGANGA River at its turning 
point between SHUMA KHUN.and JAMTI and ascends along the spur 
to reach a top 2^ km South East of MARJADU DHURA. Then it runs 
in East direction along the ridge upto RARAB. 

Then it follows the left bank of KUTHI YANKTI to 
PANGDAMKA and its junction with PECHKANG Nala. 

Then runs along the spur in South West direction and 
then follows a ridge South of PECHKANG Nala upto a peak 1 km 
East of SUMZURKCHAN KI Glacier. Then runs along a high hill 
range in South direction connecting various high peaks upto a 
peak 3h km North east of GANE Glacier. 
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From this it runs in East direction following the 
watershed Of PALANG GAD and GHANKANG Nala and KUTHI YANKTI 
River upto highest peak in the area 3^ km North of CHHIYALEKH, 
then in South direction downwards and along a spur to 
CHHIYALEKH and meets International boundary East of 
CHHIYALEKH" .
